ZURICH, Switzerland, Dec. 28 
Cont Julius Andrassy, former 
Premier of Hungary, writing

America to give us the finishing - 
stroke.

' create victory out of defeat. 
This will require great strength 
and I doubt if America possess- 
es this stiféngth or can organize 
it before the western powers 
collapse under our attacks.”
